WASHINGTON, May, 9.—The A. P. A.'s 


are to have an important meeting in this 
city next, week—the most important in 
their history, and one that will be lively. 


It is the annual convention of the su- 


preme council of the order, and it will ba 
called to order Tuesday, May 12. 


Some L'50 members compose the council. 
Two questions of policy will be passed 


upon, one relating to the part the organi- 
zation will play iu the impending presi- 
dential campaign, the other is a project 
to establ ishing permanent head quarters 
at Washington to influence legislature. 


Incidentally in the election of officers 


will occur a|declaration of principles for 
publication to be framed and it is antici- 
pated that the financial question will be 
brought in as a disturbing factor. 


Among the members here now the dis- 


cussion focuses on presidential matters. 
The action of the advisory board which 
met at Washington and published an 
attack upon McKinley will be a bone of 
contention. Hot partisans for and against 
McKinley are among the 
councillors. 


McKlnley's friends will endeavor to force 
the council to disavow the declaration of 
the board. 


The platform which is to be framed will 


have for its chief planks the separation of 
church and state, no government aid for 
church institutions and, more restrictive 
immigration laws. A strong movement 
has been afoot in the western branch of 
the order to secure free coinage silver as 
one plank. Opponents of this plank fear 
it will be adopted. 


The national head-quarters are now in 


Chicago but removal to Washington 
seems assured. W. H. Taynor who has 
been president three terms, is not a can- 
didate for re-election. The leading can- 
didates are Col. Bowers of Iowa, Dr. 
Ford, of Troy, and Judge Stevens of St- 
Louis.

HAVEN, Ct., May q,—Yale uni- 


versity is just now interested in the find- 
ing at Danbury, Ct., a few days ago of a 
splendid specimen of meteor.

Lewis, 
while 
photographing 


Holmes'comet, found a meteorite trace 
oil his plate. 


Prof. Newton of Yale made a computa- 


tion from the photograph and it transpired 
that the Danbury meteorite fell almost 
in the exact spot pointed out by Prof. 
Newton. The latter has sent for details 
of the comet and its location. This calcu- 
lation from a photograph may prove one 
of the most important incidents in the 
progress of science.

LOCAL NEWS. 


The board of civil service examiners in 


this city is in receipt ol 
information 


j which will be of interest generally, and 


especially to veterans and others who 
may aspire to positions in the public 
service. 
It pertains to the Veterans' 


Preference act passed in 1883 over tbe 
governor's veto. The first section of this 
act reads as follows: 


SECTION-1. The sixth clause of section 


fourteen of chapter three hundred and 
twenty of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred 
and 
eighty-four 
is hereby 


amended by striking out in the second 
line the words, "other qualilleations being 
equal," and adding at the end of said 
clause the words:—And It shall be the 
duty of the civil service commissioners to 
cause the names of veterans, who having 
been examined and found qualified for 
appointment to the position for which 
they have applied, to be placed upon the 
eligible list in the order of their respective 
standing above the names of all other 
persons. Such.commission shall cause to 
be certified to the appointing officers, for 
appointment, the names of veterans in 
preference to all others so long as there 
are names of veterans upon the eligible 
list; and veterans so certified shall be 
appointed in preference to those who are 
not veterans. 
But nothing herein con- 


tained shall be construed to prevent the 
certification and employment of women. 


This act has been declared unconstitu- 


tional by the supreme court, and Chief 
Examiner Henry Sherwin writes as fol- 
lows to Secretary Chippendale of the local 
board of examiners. 


"The commissioners hold that the pro- 


visions of chapter 437 of the acts of 1SS7 
still hold good. Under this act a veteran 
can file an application for appointment 
without examination, and the appointing 
officer can ask for a certification of bis 
name if he sees fit to do so. He is net, 
however, obliged to appoint him, and you 
are not obliged to certify him, except by 
special request of the appointing officer. 
As soon as the commissioners can do so 
they will probably give a. construction of 
the law more fully, and I think that new 
application blanks for veterans will be 
sent out. If a veteran wishes to apply he 
can do so on the present veteran's blank, 
and you can treat it as though he applied 
under chapter 437 of the acts of 1887."

On the second ballot the 
vote was two for murder in the first 
degree, seven for sscond degree, one 
third degree, one not guilty, one blank, j 
The third ballot stood nine for murder 
in the second degree, two not guilty, j 
one third degree. Then the jury came ( 
into court and asked for instructions, , 
after receiving which they again re- 
tired and took another ballot and re- 
turned to the court in a short time i 
with the verdict of guilty of murder in 
the second degree.
